SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command in Vietnam muzzled

If resid en ts o f the City of Kingston are to hav e a 
p ro g ressiv e and responsiv e city gov ernment, they first 
mu st hav e a Common Council which is capable of meet­ 
in g today ’s responsibilities and challenges. The futility 
o f confusion, lack of initiativ e and foresight and political 
recrimin atio n should be obv ious to ev ery one. 
If the city is to meet the demanding tasks, much of 
which has been brought about by the ex panding sur­ 
rounding area, we must hav e a board of alderman com­ 
prised of intelligent and courageous members. 
It is well for the v oters of the City of Kingston to re­ 
member when they enter the polling booths that the 
efficient administration of the city is v ital to all of us 
and that this is a v ery important election from a local 
standpoint. One only has to recall the wrangling ov er 
the zoning laws, the sales tax just for city , the Broadway 
East Urban Renewal fiasco and the location of the new 
city hall in the downtown area in order to broaden the 
tax base to realize how truly important is the post of 
alderman. 
There are other pressing problems to be solv ed in the 
city and with this in mind v oters should giv e full con­ 
sideration to the selection of the alderman in their ward. 


Electors’ Choice 


Only 16 -states require that their Presidential electors 
v ote for the candidate who carries the state, and only 
three of these 16 penalize an elector who does not follow 
the popular mandate. Those three states are Florida, 
New Mex ico and Oklahoma. 
Their combined 26 v otes 
could swing a close election, but in a v ery tight contest, 
so can the v ote of any state. 
Howev er, that is not quite the point in this election 
y ear. 
What concerns politicians is whether the v ote 
among the three Presidential candidates is so close that 
the election would he thrown into the House of Repre­ 
sentativ es unless through bargaining some electors could 
be swung ov er to the support of one or the other candi­ 
dates who did not carry his state. 
By law, Florida, New Mex ico and Oklahoma would 
not only bar such a trade but would penalize the elector 
•who made it—in the case of Oklahoma with a fine of 
$1 ,000. 
That is becau se eight y ears ago, an Oklahoma 
elector v oted for the late Senator Harry S. By rd, instead 
of Richard M. Nix on, who had carried the state. 
In v ary ing degrees, the 13 states which require elec­ 
tors to carry out the mandate of the v oters do so either 
by compelling them to pledge to v ote for the Presiden­ 
tial candidate of the party that nominated them, or for 
the one who carried the state. 
These states include 
Arkansas, Colorado, Connecticut, Hawaii, Idaho, Mary ^ 
land, Massachusetts, Nev ada, New York, Ohio, Oregon, 
Tennessee, Virginia and the District of Columbia. 
That leav es all the electors in the deep South, or 
Wallace country , free to follow his directions to bargain 
with Nix on or Humphrey , if they wish. 
Despite this, 
we do not believ e that many , if any electors, would enter 
into any such shameful bargain. 
If they are elected, 
they will no doubt v ote for hirrf; but they don’t belong 
to him. and will not follow his orders implicitly . They 
were chosen as men of integrity and we believ e they will 
act accordingly .

A friend of mine, turned 6 5. 
is one of the poor, old ones 
that 
our 
gov ernment 
has 
taken for a ride.

a man in ex cess of six feet 
and solid as a soccer goalie. 
But 
his 
heart 
acquired 
a 
flutter and he left the railroad 
when his tim e cam e to do 
so. 
Now he is caught in an iron 
v ise. 
When the gov ernment began 
deducting his Social Security 
tax es, he and his wife thought 
they ’d make out all right. But 
the Social Security tax rate, 
shared equaljy by em ploy ers 
and 
em ploy ees, 
has 
been 
increased about 300 per cent. 
This increase has been nearly 
twice as much as the benefits 
pay able from them. 
When Washington whooped 
it up for Medicare my friend 
urged 
his 
Congressman 
to 
v ote for this. Now he finds 
Medicare bound up in enough 
red tape to wrap a m um my . 
With 
M edicare’s 
ex clusions, 
l o o p h o l e s , 
d e l a y s , 
bureaucracy 
and 
all, 
it 
is 
creating 
more problems

solv ing. 
Moreov er, it costs him about 
double 
the 
estim ated 
cost 
o r i g i n a l l y 
stated 
by 
Washington.

to conclude that they really 
care no more about him and 
his wife than the big Indians

As a railroad worker he has 
been counting on his Railroad 
Retirement Act benefits. He 
and

in 
the 
en­ 
v elope. 
Hard to spare, 
the 
deduction has been to him a 
c o n s t a n t , and som etim es 
agonizing, sacrifice. But the

disillusionment. 
What has happened to nil 
the hard-earned money he put 
into his retirement pay ments 
through the 19 long y ears? All 
he earned and sacrificed for

Univ ersity of Minnesota and 
the Univ ersity of California. 
In 
the 
United 
States, ‘in­ 
terest has concentrated more 
on 
Agnew’s conflicts of in­ 
terest 
in 
Mary land, 
as 
dev eloped by the New York 
Times. Its report on Agnew 
dealt with the fact that he 
w as 
a 
director 
and 
stockholder in a bank which 
held $200,000 in state funds 
while he. as gov ernor, was 
entrusted with administering 
the hanking laws of Mary land. 
The Times also pointed out 
that he brought up land which 
was 
later 
selected

approach to a bridge. Agnew, 
as gov ernor, helped select the 
location of the bridge.

y ears. J ohn Pappas, a Demo­ 
crat. is president of the Suf­ 
folk Downs race track outside 
of Boston. 
Tom Pappas, together with 
Spy ros Skouras, chairman of 
20th Century -Fox motion pic­ 
ture company , has been ac­ 
tiv e in supporting Gov . Ag­ 
new since 19 6 6 when Agnew 
first jumped from an obscure 
county official to gov ernor of 
Mary land. Skouras staged a
